These wcr« the opening words 
of ri-ofessbr W. Ilarvcy-JTelUo , of the 
rresbyterian' College In a plcnllfiilly 
illustrated lecture given before a capa- 
city audlent-c at Iho Mechanics Insll- 
lute last night on the topic of "Wan- 
dering In Sunny France." Professor 
Harvcy.Jcllle explained that nllhough 
his topic presented nothing novel It 
brought hack fond memories to Ihosi- 
who had vl.slted France, snd Introduce*! 
the beauties of a great country to those 
who ."lad not. 

The lecture was put Into the form of 
a tour through France, beginning In 
Paris and llion wandering through 
Normandy, Brittany, Provoncn,'und the 
beautiful .•^oiitli lo^.-»!. The fir.st scenes 
vl.'slicd «cre ilie aiu-,enl cathedrals ami 
cluirohc.s of rari.s. The audience was 
iaken to Notre tiiimo do Paris, 8l,<rtod 
in the twelfth century, and taking over 
two hundred years to reach completion; 
this cathedral -and the other great 
Gothic monuincnis of its type were 
s.iid to be "a record In stone of the 
spiriiisai strivings of its builders." The 
Kicat cathedrals of France wore all 
built at about tb« nm« lime and seem 
to point to the lofty ambitions uf the 
men of that medieval 

Sorbonne Visited 

An interesting site %'iBlted on the tour 
of Paris was the Sorbonni, claimed to 
be the oldest univerrity in Europe. Tlila 
university, founded by a monk name.) 
Sorbonne In the twelfth century, was 
a centre of culture for the whole of 
Uurope down through the ages. In the 
same district as the university, the 
quartier latin, the audience was taken 
to the Paiitheon, built In the fifteenth 
centui'y, a monument to the great men 
of France. In the Pantheon lie the 
bodies of Victor Hugo, Jean Jacques 
Rou-s-seau. Voltaire and other world 
famous' men. 

Leaving Paris,, the audience w,is 
flown on the magic carpet of photo- 
graphy, to the Breton coast. Here were 
seen the wildest part.'j of the French 
coast, ,"TIio peasant.s," pointed out 
the lecturer, "are a brave and sturdy 
lot, brought up among the hardships of 
.Vorth Atlantic fishing." 

The liasque Countr}- 

From Brittany, the scenes of Interest 
were shown as the camera moved spas- 
modically southward. In the I'yrenees, 
the audience saw the niounlaiiious 
iiome of the IJabrjues. the rugged peas- 
ants who have a language and culture 
all of their own. Thence, the scene of 
interest shifted eastward to Provence 
and the southern coast, where some of 
the most beautiful sites of I'Vance are 
to be found. 

As the last picture on tlic program. 
Professor Harvcy-Jellie showed a scene 
on I^ke Geneva, ovcicast wllli heavy 
clouds. He said lliat the' heavy clouds 
symbolized the threat of war lianiilng 
over Europe today, but which, I ke 
ihe clouds, lolglit be gone tomorrow.
